HORSE TRANSPORTATION. 


A Tnrf Problem Tlmt Ho* Been Success- 


fully Worked Out. 


The transportation of horse«, epperinl- 


ly tho highly bred, nervous trotter ot 
thoroughbred, is a subject that interests 
horsemen of every class.
